APPLICANTS' ARGUMENTS 

Amended claims 22, 24, and 30, filed 4/21/09, are acknowledged. Applicants' arguments 
and amendments, filed 4/21/09, have been fully considered and are persuasive with the 
Examiner's Amendment below. The examiner's amendment below cancels claims 1-21 and 36- 
49 that are drawn to non-elected Groups. All of the previous rejections and objections have been 
withdrawn. 

The drawings, filed 1/31/02, are accepted by the Examiner. 

The information disclosure statement filed 4/21/09 fails to comply with the provisions of 
37 CFR 1.97, 1.98 and MPEP § 609 because the second reference (09/724898) is not a published 
document.
